A breach of ‘national law @iowld be péniftied with more ri- 
gour, than a breach of political Rw ; it being the derpier sefort 
of all law. The ftrength of a-nation does got lie fo immedi-+ 
ately within its own dominions, ag it does in the relation it 
bears to ‘others—ia refpeét of treaties, wars, and “alliances. 
The fupport of thef@ is a dational.confidence. If, therefore, 
treachery or perfidy break’ oge of thefe fences, fhould not every 
kingdom juin to annihilate thé culprit? A treacherous king- 
dom, when compared with governments in general, ig no other 
than a fingle individual who. betrays the intereft of that whole 
of which he is a member. The One ia political, the other na- 
tional tredfon. Would any one truft the former? If nor, Why 
fhould apy nation trult che latter—pgrticularly that ‘part which 
has received the immediate -injary 2, Would we not punifh the 
aiders and abetiors of political treafon? How then thall we 
treat thofe who may think of aiding or abetting a certain ng~ 
tion? They are cqually culpable, and fhould be equally puynith- 


+ : 

“But thould our ufual leniey incline wp ever to hearken xo 
their propofals, let not our credulity expose our intefeits to the 
contrivances of a perfidious peuple. - "They may, moft probably, 
feel it necefflary t6 make thofe reititutions which our ag 
injaries before, in vain, demanded ; but although they may fee. 
the neceffity, it will continue no longer than our {word is pen 
dent over them. ‘They are not tratted, bat fafpected. Our 
maritime confequence has been, and ever will be, an objeé of 
envy fd jealoufy’to them, ‘There is no means fo bafe or 
mean but they will adopt, to deprive us of that confequence. 
Let this, then, be remembered. If we fhould ever -enter into 
conciliatory meafures, let them fend fugh hoftages as are ade- 
quate to the importance of the treaty ; and thefe to be relieved 
occafionally, and continued perpetually. Their crime has for- 
feited the privilege of nations, and therefore, as an example to 
others, a puoifhment of infamy to them, and a fecurity to our- 
felves, we fhould demand thefe hoftages before we dropped our 
power to liften to their propofals.

fo that wherever fuch a culprit nation might appear, it fhould 
be with this badge of difgrace and warning, to prevent others 
from falling the prey of their guile.

Were hoftages always exchanged in fatification of treaties, 
human blood would not be fo frequently feen running through 
the channels of ambition. ' Had any Sovereign a nigh relation 
in the hands of a people, the feelings of nature might check his 
ambition, Although Lord Chefterfield was of opitiion thar 
natural affection is an ywape every one that has the leaft 
pretenfions to a suman heart will be fenfible of its reality, Let 
any one but appeal to the feelings atrendant on his relative 
ties, and he will be convinced they are a fufficieat check on e- 
very impropriety of action that threatens their fafety. So that 
I cannot but with this refource of .reftraint was eftablithed at 
tealt between fuch powers, whoare jealous of each other’s con- 
fequence; for it would be the rouch{tone of men and:ambition.

Cicero, in bis Offices, faid, that he cgtild not be a good 
man who would injure the public to fafe his friend ; he, there- 
fore, negatively’ declares this act of facrificing private friend- 
thip to publi¢ welfare to be a virtue, as a virtuons ad a good 
nian are with mie fynonimous. But, with deference to fa great 
a philofopher, 1 beg leave to aver, it is not a virtue. He was 
a Roman, I ama Briton; and, to.the honour of my country 
let it be faid, buatt my national charagter for the rea/ity of vir- 
tue, equal; if not fuperior, to any Koman that ever exiited. 
Virtue may be, fo to term it, exireitad into vice Not to 
derogate from that noble enthufiafm whieh marks the Romans, 
I fear, in our preferit inftance,..Cicero ‘the patriot, conquered 
Cicero the man and philofopher.. It is poffible to admire an act 
we catinot applaud. Hence { admire the act of facrificing pri- 
vate firendibip to public welfare as. much a3 __ icero, himielf, 
could: but 1 canact, with hint, 4pplaud the juitice of the act, 
fy far as to enforce itas a Viarus. ~ 
Friendfhip, in the mo al world, is the fame as cohefion in 
the natural. Any thing, therefore; that tends to difunite indi- 
viduals, is as deityuctive to fociety, as feparating the adhefion 


effeétually difunite us, than being told,—a breach of fait may, 
in aay one initance, be a virtue? Who can draw the line of 
public welfare fo as to preferve cur friendly fyilem from the 
thock of annihilation?

Tt would 
teach us, to expofe the life of a. friend, whofe only crime 
might be faving us from that deftruction our laws had decreed. 
Tus may be called a tzfinement of all that is noble; bur [deem 
it the deitruction, uf wt that is focial. We cannot be virtucus 
but as mew.

BY the examination of two pieces of the ruck of Gibraltar, 
which are in my poffeflion, I find that they are not (what Ll at 
firft took them to be) suman bones, but thofe.of fome quadrit. 
pede. I difcovered this, with my brother’s affiftance, by clear- 
ing the teeth of the cruft that covered them, fo as to fee their 
Shape more diftinaly. ' 

The two maffes of bones are blended with pieces of marble, 
of which the whole rock of Gibraltar, as I am informed; is 
compofed ; and all the conftituent pieces are cemented {trongly 
together with a brownith-coloured calcareous cryftalization, or 
ftalaétite ; and the furfaces of all fach cavities are covered with 
granulated cryftalization about one-fixth of an inch thick. 

. This cryhalized cruft, no doubt, was depofited from the 
water pafling through the cavern in which the bofes had been 
lodged ; and by foaking through the porous fubltance of évery 
bone, the water had likewife depofited a craft of the fame na- 
ture, but much thinner, on all the internal furfaces of the hol- 
low and fpangy bones. The bones were not, in any other 
fenfe, petrified. ;

volunteers on board Lord Howe’s fleet. 

There are gentlemen now ip London who ate thoroughly ac- 
guainted with the fitaation and works of Gibraltar, and who 
exprefs the greatefé confideitce in the fecurity of that furtrefs, 
which, as military men, and as engineers, they fay can never 
be taken by ftorm, though it may by furprife, or by famine ; 
but the vigilance and aétivity of General Elliot will fecure it 
again(t the former, and it is next to an impofhbiliry that the 
Spaniards fhould be able fo effeftually to b ock up the entrance 
of the bay, as that thips may not ealily flip into it-in dark 
nights: ‘The con/tant trips of the Moors ro and from the gar+ 
rifup, clearly thew that the bay is not complerely blocked UPs 
and, if it is nor, we may fairly conclude, when we hear the 
number of fhips; xebecs, gun boats, &c. employed in that fer- 
vice, that the reafon is—becaufe it cannot. 

The Prince of Orange informed their High Mightineffes, a 
few days fiace, that he had poftponed commanicating to them 
the particulars of the meafures purfued again{t England, left, 
by the fecrets of government being betrayed, the operations of 
the campaign might be reridered abortive. It is to be hoped,

‘6 Fhe Royal George finking yelterday is an infinite lofs to 
the nation, who muft bemoan the untimely deaths of fo many 
valuable perfons, particularly that brave officer, Admiral Kem- 
penfelt, and feveral of his Lieutenants, Mates, 8&. Nothing 
could exceed the fcene of confufion and diftrefs! The day 
can never be forgotten.” : . 

The Royal George, of 100 guns, having on her laft cruize 

made more water than ufual, which had not deereafed when 
ihe came into harbour, an order was given on Saturday latt 
for her to come into dock ; but the carpenter, on {tri@ farvey, 
found it was not more than-two feet below the water-mark, and 
was fuppofed to be occafioned by rubbing off the copper fheath- 
ing. It was then refolved, in order to.fave time,'to heave her 
down at Spithead, ‘This is generally accomplithed by bringing 
the. fhips guns to one fide, and Ace/ing her till the place where 
the damage is fuppofed to be, appears above water. On Thurf- 
day morning, at fix o’clock, the weather being moderate, this 
bufinefs was commenced, and the (hip, ' by ten, was got to a 
proper fituatiun for difecvering the leak ; buat in order 40 take 
off fome further fheets of copper, to caulk the feams properly, 
fhe was ordered to be lowered another flreak. During this 
bufinefs, a great part of the crew, which were within 60 of her 
real complement, (970 men) were at dinner ; the meffes having 
been juft ferved out ; on a fudden, by a gut of wind, as is re- 
ported, the fhip fell to one fide, and the lower deck-ports being 
open, fhe filled in about cight minutes, and then went to the: 
hotom.—At {this fhocking moment, there’ were- upwards of 
1200 fouls on board, in cluding 246 women and children, 
who had been permitted to go on board, when the fhip caft an- 
cher at Spithead, and to remain there, until the order for fail- 
ing arrived. The people who were on watch upon deck, to 
thesnumber of 230, were moftly faved by the feveral boats that 
came to their afhitance ; but thefe were delayed for a few mi- 
nutes, by the fwell occafioned by the finking of fo largea body, 
and which occafioned a momentary whirlpool im the water. A- 
bout feventy more of the peonle who sole thier the thip difap- 
peared, were alfo picked up, among whom, it is faid, were four 
Lieutenants, eleven women, and the reft feamen. 

The following is a haity account fent us by our correfpon- 
dent at Portfmonth, of fuch Officers as were loft by this me- 
Jaricholy accident, and a few that were known to be alive when 
the exprefs left thar place :

The Britith navy could not,boaft a braver, cooler, or more 

experienced officer than Admiral Kempenfelt. His unfortu- 

nate cata{trophe has thrown a damp upon the face of every man, 
nor were there ever perhaps fuch vifible figns of grief exhibited 

by the public as on the prefent occafion, x 

The lof of the Royal George is the greatelt misfortune this 

country has experignced fance the lofs of the Victory, on board 

of which moft of the firft families in this country had relations. 

When brave men dic in battle, the ardour which accompanies 

the misfortune, as it impells them to glory, fo it mskes them 

infenfible of their danger, and leaves a brilliancy behind, which, 
in a great meafure, mitigates the grief of friends and relations. 

But nothing farely can be more ditlrefling, than for a_namber 

‘of brave fellows, in a moment of inattivity, anchoted on their 

own cnalt, and riding in fmooth water, to be plunged into an 

abyfs, perhaps in the midit of amufements and height of en- 
joyment. 

‘The Lark loop victualler, that was along fide the Royal 

George, was iwallowed up ia the whirlpool occafioned by the 

finking of the latter, and feveral people that were on board are 

faid to have perifhed. . 

The naval people fay, the Royal George can be weighed up, 

if the weather proves favourable, in the courfe of a month, 

It is the report that an offer has already been made to the 

Admiralty for weighing up the Royal George ; the premium, 

if faccetstal, to be 20,0001.; if unfuccefsful, government to re- 

imburfe the expences incurred only, which, it is expected, may 
amount to eight or ten thonfand. 

‘The Royal George man of war, juft loft, was the oldeft firft 

rate in the fervice ; fhe was built at Woolwich, her keel was 

laid down in 4751, and fhe was hauled out of the dock in Ju- 
ly, 1755, it being unufual to build fach large fhips on flips to 
launch ; the was pierced for 100 guns, but having lately had 

two additional ports, including the carronades, mounted 108 

guns; fhe was rather fhort and high as all the old firft rates 

are, but {9 good a failer, that fhe has had more flags on board 
her than any veflel in the fervice. Lord Anfon, Admiral 

Bofgawen, Lord Hawke, Lord Rodney, Lord Howe and fe- 

veral other principal’ officers, have repeatedly commanded in 

her. Lord Hawke commanded the {quadron in her which 

fought the French under ‘Conflans, when the Superb, of 70 

guns, was funk by her cannon, and Soleil Royal, of 84, burnt 

on thore ; fhe carried the, tall mafts and fquarelt canvas of 
any Englith built fhip in the navy, and originally the heaviett 
metal, viz. §2 40, and 28 pounders, but they were lately 
changed, on account of her age, to 40, 32, and 18 pounders. 

In the year 1756 the Royal George was looked upon by e- 

very officer in the navy to be the fineit fhip that had ever been 

feen; but the thips we have at prefent o: the fame rate excel 
her greatly. As her malt-heads are ftill to be feen above the 

furface, we are glad to find that men of the profeffion, beft a- 

ble to judge, are not without hopes of weighing ber. 

While the public join in lamenting the lofs of the Royal 

George, with the brave Admiral, his officers, and a great 

number of one of the be(t crews that ever went to fea, a very 

old acquaintance of Admiral Kempenfelt regrets, in him, the 
lofs of one of the worthiest of .men, whofe merits were by no 
mean$ confined to uncommon {kill in his profefion, but whofe 
goodnefs of heart and extenfive knowledge made him dear to 
his friends, and efteemed as a man of {cience by the learned. 
Admiral Kempenfelt was thé youngelt Admiral in the Na- 
vy, but has been for many years diitinguiflied for his great 
knowledge in manceuvring a feet. An extraordinary promo- 
tion was made by the late Miniftry, on purpofe to bring him 
forward, and his firft command was that of the fleet fent out 
to intercept a French convoy which failed from Breft lait De- 
cember for the Weft Indies ; his gallantry on that occafion is 
fliil fiefh in the memyry of every one. He took ewenty tranf- 
ports, though proteéted by.a larger fleet, under de Guichen, 
than his own, which ruined the expedition, as it obliged them 
to revurn, and lie to in the Bay till the wind changed. ‘This 
was the principal and firft caufe of Jamaica being faved, as.it 
gave Admiral Rodney an opporrunity to arrive in the Welt In- 

dies before the intended reinforcements from Breft, and thus e- 

nabling him to prevent their junction with the Spaniards. The 

next cruife he commanded wnder Admiral Barrington, when 
they fell in with a French conxoy for the Eaft Indies, fevergl 
tranfports belonging to which were taken, together with the 

Pegale of 74. guns, and AG@ionnaire of 64. His third and lat 

crue was. in the flect under Lord Howe, in which he alfo 

fhowed his ability, by covering the retreat of the Buffalo of 60 

guns, which being a heavy failor, would have been cut off by 

the enemy’s advanced fhips under Monf. Picquet, but for his 
excellent management, which the Commander in Chief greatly 
applauded.—The wntortunate circum{tance of his death feems. 
to have been the only initance in which fortune did not fayour 
him, as till then fhe crowned all his actions with fuccefs -- and, 
from his great courage and talents, pointed him out as one who 
bid fair to thine amongit the firft of naval heroes.—He was by 
birth a Swede, and as fuch, does no {mall honour to his coun-
